The space cadet’s 
guide to DX 


John Yodis, K2VV 


The current sunspot peak is the first one 
for many new amateurs and has introduced 
them to DXing. To aid the newcomer in his 
eventual quest for Honor Roll, the DXH & 
PDS* (ENY Division) has assembled these 
worthwhile tips on DXing, reflecting years 
of operating experience: 


The Pileup 

1. In any pileup, always give the DX sta- 
tion’s call three,or four times before your 
own. After all, with 300-people on frequen- 
cy, the DX station may not think you're call- 
ing him. Besides, if he’s on a DXpedition, he 
may be using an unfamiliar call and prob- 
ably needs to be reminded of it. 

2. If the pileup starts getting too big and 
the DX operator gets up to 200-250 QSOs 
per hour, it’s nice to help him catch his 
breath. When he says, “WA2XXX 59 over,” 
come back with your name and QTH 
(phonetically, of course); don’t forget the 
weather and your shoe size, either. The more 
time you take, the longer everyone on -fre- 
quency can rest. 

3. Don’t stop calling just because the DX 
station answers someone else. Chances are 
he just has ‘your call wrong. when he calls 
for “the YL WB9 ending with foxtrot,” tell 
him it’s KA2, not WB9, and the last letter is 
tango, not foxtrot. If you don’t get through 
the first time, keep trying; you'll be 
recognized. 

4, If tempers start to flare, make sure to 


et 


_ jump in with your two cents worth. A three- 


minute lecture on manners is always ap- 
preciated, especially when you have a cap- 
tive audience by transmitting on top of the 
DX station. Also, it’s always important to 
complain about the occasional jammers; 
otherwise they wouldn’t know if they were 
bothering anyone and would probably go 
away.

1. Most DX stations: don't speak much 
English and rely on Amateur Radio to im- 
prove their fluency. You can help them by 
observing a few simple rules 

a. Speak as fast as ‘potsible. 

b. Run words together. ; 

ce. Slur or mumble a lot. s 

d. Don’t use a small, simple word when 

you can encourage him to look up a long, 

useless one. Most Russians know what 
rain and snow are, so use “drizzle” or 
“sleet” to improve their vocabularies. 

2. A simple 5/9 report to DX is not con- 
sidered polite, especially among 20M big 
guns. Even if the DX station is 4/6, tell him 
he is 30 dB over S9. This is very discourag- 
ing to other people who start wondering 
why they can’t hear him that well and go out 
to check their antennas rather than annoy 
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37 days Hi XMAS

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the DX station by calling him. It’s also a * 
great ego trip for a DX station running 8 
watts to an indoor dipole. If you feel guilty 
about doing this, just re-zero your S-meter to 
S9+5dB. 

3. Always mention that you're beami:

ing (after all, Missouri is long path Europe). 
This impresses others with your knowledge 
of propagation and attracts stations who 
might otherwise ignore you, VE4s, for 
instance.

As time 
progresses, the Nicad battery is becoming a 
popular source of storable energy. These bat- 


teries are here to say, but they do have some -

. The most commen fault is a battery that. 


will not take a charge and electrically leoks 
like a short; this will happen after a period 
of non-usage. The cure is simple. Using a 
bzalthy power supply, force enough current 
tarough the battery to bring the terminal 
voltage up to 1.5 volts. You may have to 
force as much as ten times the normal charg- 
ing current. As the battery begins to take a 
charge you will see tlie current start to go 
down as the battery voltage rises. This pro- 


cess usually:takes about ten seconds. When. 


the voltage reaches 1.5 volts, charge as per 
the manufacturer's specs, Another typical 
problem is a cell that won’t accept a charge 
and looks like an open cell; The cure for this: 
(sometimes) is to charge in the reverse direc- 
tion for five minutes at no more than 100 
mA. After this, try to charge the cell as nor- 
mal. If it still won’t take-a charge, use aga 
paperweight, coil winding form or circle 
drawing aid! :

Communications is the keyword to any 
successful response to disaster. Without 
rapid and accurate communications, there 
can be no effective coordination of all the 
diverse activities that go into emergency 


operations. When existing communications: 


systems prove inadequate to- meet the 
demands any disaster creates, RACES must. 
assure that essential messages are trans- 
mitted and vital activities are coordinated. 

RACES is a disciplined organization of 


Amateur Radio operators who help supple- | 


ment state and local civil defense com- 
munications systems in time of emergency. 
In peacetime, natural or man-caused 
disasters pose a constant threat to the public 
welfare. When disaster strikes, normal com- 
munications systems are often totally 
destroyed or sustain extensive damage, 
and it is during these times that Amateur 
Radio operators must handle messages of 
vital importance for police, fire, rescue and 
other. emergency services. Amateurs. can 
provide the indispensable communications 
links between emergency operating centers 
and various levels of government. — 

In wartime, regular amateur operations 
would cease in the event of enemy attack. 
RACES, however, under- presidential pro- 
clamation, would be the only Amateur 
Radio stations. allowed to operate — using 
specific frequencies .within authorized fre- 
quency bands and under the direct supervi- 
sion of the duly designated and responsible 
officials of civil. defense. 

RACES stations operate under the direc- 


tion of state or local government officials in. 


conformance with the civil defense com- 


munications plans of those governments.. 


Operating frequencies allocated by the FCC 


are restricted to -regular amateur bands.. 
Every RACES station is a member of one or: 


more emergency nets. These nets _in turn 
constitute a means of cross-communications 
whereby all levels of government, city and 
town emergency operating: centers, and 
outlying areas can he kept in contact with 
one another. a

| up in the high bands, They have no desire to 
work the low bands. 

They have retained their Technician | 
status because it puts them where.they want 
to be. ° ; 

As more and more fugitives from 20 
meters join the freewheeling crowd on the 
2-meter repeaters, it would be a good idea to 
remind them who built 2. meters. 

While they were too busy chasing low 
band DXCC with 2kW amplifiers and 
monster antenna arrays, those lousy little 
Technicians were making 2-meter FM work.

How do you become a RACES opérator? 
You must have an FCC amateur or commer- 
cial radio license (the Temporary Limited 
Radio-Telegraph Second Class Operator 
License and Aircraft. Radio Telephone: 
Operator Authorization do not meet this re- 
quirement). You must obtain written cer- 
tification from the local or State Civil 
Defense Director attesting to your loyalty 
and reliability. 

If you are already an FCC licensed 
Amateur Radio operator, by joining RACES 
you can help provide communications to (1) 
warn against imminent natural or man- 
caused disaster, (2) alleviate suffering, (3) 
preserve property, and (4) maintain law and 
order: Amateur Radio history is filled with 
examples of these four factors — helping the 
community through the unknown elements 
that are-or might be. ;

Coax trick 

If you use RG58 cable you might try this 
one. Soldering and desoldering the PL259 
plug will often produce a sticky mess if you 
overheat the plug. This: overheating can 
cause your coax to short.out.:The adaptor 
tubes that screw into the PL259 can be easi- 
ly modified to solve this problem. To do this 
you will need a-hand drill, a 1/8” bit and a 
7/32” bit. I like to do about 10 tubes at a 
time so that I can have them handy. 

. First, drill the side of the small end of the 
adaptor with the 1/8’ bit. This forms a 
solder hole and if you wish, you may drill all 
the way through. Ream out the tube to: 
7132", This is only. slightly larger than the 
present hole in the tube. Do not use a power 
drill, because it will grab and spin the 
adaptor. Drilling the second hole will 
remove the burr of the 1/8” hole. - 

To use your modified adaptor, strip bac}™ 
3/4-1” of the outer insulation. Fold the braic 
back over the jacket and insert it into the 
tube. Solder through the hole in the side. 
Strip off the center conductor about 1/2”. 
Screw the adaptor and coax in and solder the 
tip. To desolder just heat the tip and 
unscrew. Connectors modified this way can 
also be waterproofed by dabbing a small 
amount of bathtub caulk on the end of the 
adaptor tube before it is screwed in and 
soldered. This will prevent the braid from 
picking up water.
